A capital sort of asparagus to sow is sketched. The 
variety is ready to cut the second year.after planting from 
the seed-bed, and therein it gains a whole year over any 
other sort. Making a seed-bed is an important duty. The 
soil for it should be light, free, porous, and deep. New 
soil, once tried to see if it is full of annual weed-seeds, is 
best to surface a seed-bed with, and the lower part should 
be rather rich, but should not have fresh dung worked into 
it prior to sowing the seeds. Watering seed-beds is per- 
nicious. A heavy soaking of the bed two days before 
sowing and a fresh fork over will save all need of watering

Shendy Taken by the Gun-boats.—Tihe British 
gun-boats have captured Shendy; 150 Dervishes were 
killed. Many were taken prisoners. 


Captain Harrison has _ Attacked the 
Mutineers who escaped from Lubwas. He captured a 
double stockade after severe fighting, the enemy leaving a 
native officer and from fifty to sixty men dead. It is 
estimated that one hundred were wounded, and these took 
refuge with the remainder in the swamps of Lake Kioga. 
On the British side ten were killed and twenty wounded, 
the latter including two officers.

Port Arthur Leased by China to Russia.—We 
give a Drawing of the approach to Port Arthur, which the 
Chinese have leased to Russia with Talien-Wan for a 
number of years. The importance of Port Arthur lies in 
the faet that it dominates the entrance to the Gulf of 
Pechili in nearly the same way that Gibraltar dominates 
the entrance to the Mediterranean. The harbour, which 
has now been taken possession of by Russia, is strongly 


ee e 


fortified, and can easily be rendered secure from torpedo , 


attack. It contains ætidal basin 500 yards lung by 350 
yards wide and 254 ft. deep; also a dry dock 385ft. long 
with 32 ft. over the sill at high-water springs. The dock- 
yard is an excellent one, having been built and organised 
under the supervision of British naval officers, and the 
stock of coal is always kept up to about 4000 tons. Indeed, 
Port Arthur is in every way the mist valuable naval 
harbour in the Far East. Its commercial advantages are 
obvious from an examination of the map. Wei-Hai-Wei, 
where the Japanese are still in possession, is to Port Arthur 
what Ceuta is to Gibraltar. It commands the southern 
limit of the entrance to the Gulf of Pechili. It is easy of 
access, and is capable of affording shelter to a considerable 
number of vessels of modern draught, though the anchorage 
is contracted for large vessels. Two thousand tons of coal 
are kept here, and the harbour ean, like Port Arthur, be 
easily rendered secure from the attacks of destroyers and 
torpedo-boats. Both theve places fell to the victorious 
Japanese in 1894; Port Arthur easily, through treachery, 
it was said, and Wei-Hai-Wei after a sterner fight. The 
entrance to the harbour of Wei-Hai-Wei is a long, flat 
rock, on which are mounted ten large Krupp guns. The 
tewn is a small one, situated on the side of a hill, with a 
wall which surrounds it and its market gardens.. Chefoo is 
a little farther from Wei-Hai-Wei than this last is from 
Alceste Island, just inside the promontory. Not many 
miles inland are coal deposits of vast extent. Chefoo is a 
busy place with a harbour, sheltered from the north and 
east by the Kung-Kung Islands, which form a natural 
breakwater. It is well situated for trade. England's trade 
with the most important part of China is safe as long as 
she holds the grip the Government is resolved she shall hold 
over the most fertile and profitable valley.

He did well in the Ministry of War in 1895. Much is 
expected of General Zurlinden in the place of General 
Saussier, whom Paris covered with honour on his retire- 
ment in the New Year. 


The. United States and Cuba: Peaceful 
Prospect.—The United States are to be congratulated 
upon haying as cool and sagacious a President as England 
has a Prime Minister, Certain American papers pestered 
President McKinley in favour of war with Spain pretty 
much as the Times and Standard have sought to bother Lord 
Salisbury about Russian and German “leases” (‘‘ convey 
the wise it call”) in China. But across the Atlantic the 
Maine report has been published, and Peace has not been 
broken, we rejoice to hear. As the Washington Corre- 
spondent of the Daily News cabled last Monday— 


“The War-Drum Beats no Longer, and the 
battle-flags are furled. The spirit of peace descended 
upon this city early this morning, when it became known 
that word liad been received by the State Department to 
the effect that the Spanish Government had no disposition 
to oppose the sending of American relief to the Cuban 
reconcentrados. This was the sole danger of war remain- 
ing, and when it was removed everybody heaved a sigh of 
relicf. When the President’s Message, with the Maine 
report, appeared, an additional assurance of peace was 
found in the closing passage, wherein Mr. McKinley said— 
*I do not permit myself to doubt that the sense of justice of the 
Spanish nation will dictate a course of action suggested by 
honour and the friendiy relations of the two Governments,’ 
Later it was made known that a despatch had been received 
from General Woodford, the American Minister at Madrid, 
indicating that Spain was willing to make important con- 
cessions to the United States, and would go even so far as 
to agree to withdraw her troops from Cuba on conditions 
which, if not satisfactory to the American Government, 
are more liberal and conciliatory than anything hitherto

The “Maine” and Relief for Cuba.—The U.S. 
Commission of Inquiry finds that the explosion which 
destroyed the Maine in the Harbour of Havana was from 
the outside. The report of the Commission does not fix 
the responsibility for the explosion, nor does it express any 
opinion as to the character of the explosive agent. But the 
testimony adduced goes to show that if was a powerful 
submarine mine, the exact character of which has not been 
determined by the evidence, although the belief is expressed 
that it was what is known as a floating mine. There were, 
it is added, two explosions; the first of which was from 
the outside of the vessél, and that caused one of the smaller 
magazines to bluw up. The report of the Spanish Com- 
mission declares that the explosion took place internally, 
and in this conflict. of opinion the obvious duty of both 
sides is to obtain an independent opinion. It appears, 
however, that President McKinley intends to treat the 
blowing up of the Maine as an incident, and not 
as a casus belli. Our little chart, showing the proximity 
of Cuba to the United States, will fully account 
for the intensity of our American brethren’s sympathy 
with the gallant Cubans who have fought so long 
and so, bravely for freedom from the Spanish yoke. Havana 
is only some eighty miles from Key West, where the 
American war-ships are lying, and Porto Rico is within 
| easy distance. An officer on an American torpedo-boat at 
| Key West gives it as his opinion that it would be a big 
| mistake if the United States Government allowed the 
| Spanish flotilla to reach Porto Rico, as it would bea greater 
menace to the safety of the fleet than the entire Spanish 
| 


navy. But fortunately a pacific strain comes from both 
Madrid and Washington just now.

Burnt to Death after the Brighton Skating

for her account of the accident. Another s'ster, Miss Sarah 
Hyman, who foitinately escaped injury, was the only 
other witness of what occurred, but she was unable to 
say exactly how the accident happened, beyond that 
Miss Julia having = lighted the gas had, as witness 
thought, accidentally dropped the m:tcli on her dress. 


General Fitzhugh Lee, the U.S.A. Consul in 
Cuba, for who-:e removal the Spanish Government 
ineffectually pressed, was 
born at Clermont, Fuirfax 
County, Virginia, in 1835. 
He entered the West Point 
Military Academy at six- 
teen, and was graduated in 
1856. He entered the Second 
Cavalry as a sub-lieutenant, 
and was immediately sent to 
Texas, where. in a campaign 
against the Indians, he was 
dangerously wounded be- 
tween the ribs by an arrow. 
During the Civil War Lee 
served as Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the First Vir- 
ginia Cavalry. He accom- 
panied Stuart in his famous 
raid against McClellan’s 
army at Richmord. Pro- 
moted first to a Coloneley 
and then to Brigadier- 
General, Lee commanded 
one of the two cavalry j 
divisions of the army of Northern Virginia. Shortiy afters 
wards he succeeded to the supre me command, with the tank 
of Major-General. After the war Lee oceupied several 
positions in the Civil Administraticn under the Demo- 
crats. President Cleveland, who was’ much attached 
to hm, appointed him ( ollector of Internal Revenue at 
Lynchburg, Virginia. In April 1896, when the pros- 
pect of a serious crisis in Cuba became apparent, the 
President sent General Lee to Havana as United States 
Consul-General. Genera] Lee is author of a brilliant 
“Life of General Lee’’—the great Confederate com- 
mander. While paying this tribute to a brave Confederate, 
the P.I.P., as will be remembered by our ‘earliest readers, 
was one of the few English papers which staunchly 
stuck by the North and the cause of Freedom. That we 
were justified in our choice of sides in that momentous 
struggle History proves. -It is a source of sincere satis- 
faction to us now that the United States and Great Britain 
are the best of friends.

Football: Ireland v. Scotland

fadt. At present. the War Office officials are scattered in 
eleven different places, those of the Board of Trade in eight 
or mine, while things are almost as bad with the Home 
Office and Local Government Board. No less than £16,000 
a year is being paid for temporary accommodation, not 
counting offices on Crown land, while Crown sites of great 
value are lying idle. The site of Carrington House is 
worth £10,000 a year, while the vacant land in Charles 
Street, acquired by the Governmentas long ago as 1866, was 
in 1892 worth £130,000. 


Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman contributed to 
the discussion in the House of Commons a good War Office 
sory. He said when the present Lord Cranbrook was 
appointed Secretary for War, in 1874, the first thing he did 
was to go over the War Office. He was so shocked and 
horrified by the condition of that office that he brought the 
matter before his colleagues, and claimed the first right to 
the new building which is now occupied by the Home Office 
and the Local Government Board. This was agreed to by 
the Government of the day, and the heads of the War Office 
went to see the building. On their return they said to the 
noble Lord, “ For Heaven’s sake let us stay where we are.
